DIRECTORS' REPORT. 
To His Excellency, E. W. WILSON, 


Governor ef West Virginia : 


SIR: In obedience to the requirements of our statutes the Board 
of Directors of the West Virginia Hospital for the Insane respect- 
fully submit to your Excellency their biennial report, setting forth 
the condition, management and wants of the Institution. . 

We forward herewith the annual and semi-annual reports of the 
Superintendent, Treasurer and clerk, which together with the sug- 
gestions of the Supenntendent, we hope will receive your most care- 
ful consideration. From said reports you will be enabled to know 
the sanitary, financial and statistieal condition of the Institution 
during the period from the 30th day of September, 1881, tu the 
30th day of September, 1886. The Superintendent's report very 
` minutely exhibits all matters connected with or in any wise Ger: 
taining to the operations of the Institution, all of which we feel as- 
sured affords information to enable you to make such recommenda- 
tions to the Legislature with regard thereto as Your Excellency 
may deem proper. É Ap 

It is a matter of great satisfaction to-the humane to learn from 
ihe Superintendent's report that the per cent. of cured on admis- 
sions is about one half. 
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We also wish to call attention to the fact that the aggregate cost 
a ` per capita per week for keeping patients for the year ending Sept- 
tember 30, 1886, was only $2.17 8-18 and for the last six months 
ending September 30, 1886, was only $207 7-13, which include all 
expenses in funning the Institution, which is cheaper than it ever 
has been here orat any other similar institution, which surely dem- 
onstrates the fact that those in charge of the Hospital are not guilty 
of waste or extravagance. Coal and many other necessaries, which 
enter largely into the current expense, are advancing in price. We 
can not flatter ourselves that we can long continue on so cheap a 
scale. The Board passed through the entire building, carefully scru- 
tinizing everything relating to the health and comfort of the pa- 
tients, and we are gratified to say to your Excellency, as well as to 
the friends of the unfortunate inmates, that we believe no pains are 
spared or attention wanting on the part of the officers to promote 
the health and comfort of the patients.

By reference to the various reports ot the farmer, gardener and 
other agents in charge of the different interests of the Institution 
you will find that they are allin a prosperous condition and profita- 
bly and judiciously managed. . 


All of the above reports we adopt as part of this report and ask 
for their consideration. We have carefully examined the beds and 
find them clean and comfortable, and also from all we have been 
able to observe we believe that the food furnished the patients is 
good and wholesome and selected with care to suit the physical con- 
dition of the patients. 


When the weather admits the patients under the control of care- 
ful attendants are allowed all the out-door exercise and all the 
amusements and attractions possible. 


E NEW BUILDING. 
| By an act of the Legislature passed February 27, 1885, the sum of 
$30,000.00 was appropriated to be expended by the Board in erecting 
an additional brick building on the Hospital grounds. 


By virtue of that act the Board caused a new brick building to be 
= erected as directed thereby. This building was rendered necessary 
by the great demand for admission of the insane and to relieve the 
unfortunates from the different jails of the State. This building is 
nearing its completion and will afford additional accommodations 

for 150 patients. ; 


It is proper to remark here that this building has been greatly de- 
layed thereby subjecting the State to heavy charges for the support 
of the insane in the jails, and delay in providing for curative appli- 


ana 


ances. 
The Board is not advised that the contractor has excusable cause 
for the delay. ` 
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CONCLUSION. 


Before closing this report, we feel it incumbent upon us as an act 
of justice to the Superintendent and his assistant physicians, and 
to the matron and her assistant, and also to the clerk, that we bear 
testimony to Your Excellency of their unceasing devotion to the 
interests of the Institution, and the ability, fidelity and kindness 
with which they have uniformly discharged their respective duties.

You will see by the foregoing tables all the essential facts and 
figures illustrative of the medical and financial management of the 
Hospital. They show the number of admissions, discharges. 
deaths, the causes of death, and number remaining in Hospital. 

Two cases of suicide have occurred since your last meeting, both 
of which were females. The first accomplished her object by tear- 
ing up à sheet and fastening it to the window-guard and then mak- 
ing a slip knot, she placed 1t over her head. This done she pinned 
a blanket around her waist and slipped off of the window siil, the 
blanket preventing her from regaining her foot-hold.on the window. 
In this position she was found early in the morning, her body being 
still warm. . 

The other accomplished her aim by fixing a pillow case and hand- 
kerchief to the bed post and leaning forward, let her body slip under 
the bedstead. In this position she was found. But afew moments 
before she had been knitting and sewing in the hall, and was not 
missed more than thirty minutes. The papers committing her to 
the Asylum failed to state that she had suicidal mania, although 
she had attempted to take her life before coming here, and after 
coming here she had shown no disposition to do so until the day 
she committed her fatal act. In both cases coroner’s juries were 
summoned and inquests held at which, after due investigation, both 
officers and employes were exhonerated from blame. 


FARM AND GARDEN. 


As may be seen by former reports the results of our experiment 
in utilizing and preparing for cultivation the farm and ground sur- 
rounding the Hospital has been satisfactory. This department of 
our Institution has been placed in charge of a competent and excel- 
lent gardener and zemuneration from this source has exceeded the 
outlay and cost thereof and this year we hope to make it even more 
remunerative than ever. During the past winter the Executive 
Committee after advertising for bids ordered that the contract be 
awarded to P. W. Hale (he being the lowest responsible bidder) for 
clearing at $10.00 per aere twenty acres of ground. This we hope to 
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cultivate if Mr. Hale wil remove the timber therefrom. We are 
now sewing thirty or more bushels of oats. ` i 

The extent of our grass lands will be increased this year and en- 
able us to keep a larger number of cows than heretofore. 


CONCLUSION. 


On the 31st of March, Dr. T. G. Edmiston, one of the first assist- 
ant physicians of this Institution tendered his resignation. The va- 
cancy thus created will have to be filled at this meeting. I desire 
to return my thanks to the officers and employes of this Institu- 
tion for their aid and co-operation in contributing to the successful 
management thereof.

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The past six months has been marked by no material change. 
The officers and employes have been faithful and diligent in the 
discharge of their various and laborious duties assigned them. 

The same general plan of treatment heretofore adopted has been 
continued. We never resort to restraint in the management of pa- 
tients, if we can avoid it. A large majority of our patients have 
daily out-door exercise when. the weather will permit. They are al- 
ways under the care of their respective attendants. 

The admissions during the past six months have been unfavora- 
ble. Many being aged persons. Others were epileptic and those 
afflicted with other forms of paralytic insanity. 

Ten of the deaths occurred within six months after admission. 
The others were old chronic cases, having been residents of the Hos- 
pital from one to twenty-one years. 

The recoveries average thirty-four per cent. on the admissions. 
This will compare favorably-with other Institutions. 

The cost per capita for keeping our Insane for the past six months 
including provisions, clothes, &c., is $2.20 3-13 per week. This is 
in my opinion as low as they can be kept in anything like comfort. 

The repairs and improvevents have been carried forward as 
steadily and fast as we could urge them. 

We have had several of our halls painted and many single and 
double rooms, alabastined, Nearly all the windows require paint- 
ing. If this is not soon done, they will suffer serious damage. 

Two of the steam boilers were seriously damaged last winter. 
They were thought to-be unsafe. At your last meeting you ordered 
them to be repaired. This has been done by Mr. J. J. Smith of 
Parkersburg: The engineer Mr. Clifton reports the work well 
done. They are now in use and doing good service.” The repairs 
consisted of two new sheets over the “fire box.” 

The steam pipes in heater 1n engine house were found to be 
damaged. and had to be supplied with new coils. This work was 
done by Mr. Clifton, our engineer, and his assistants have done 
other important repairs, consisting of repairs to heating radiators in 
basement of main building. 

At the Brick House, they have remodeled fourteen steam radia- 
tors—all the water connections for bathing purposes, washing sinks 
&c., changing and repairing waste sewer for same. In hall D. and 
E. put in new steam radiators, with some changes on water line in 
court yards; putting in three inch iron pipe or leaders, connected 
with water spouting; this was done to avoid injury to tin or light 
iron spouting by patients. Remodeling water closets in halls A. 
and C.; putting in cement flooring and making new pipe connec- 
tions. Putin drain in basement of brick work under halls 4, 5, 6 
and 9, carrying off surface water, keeping the floors dry. Putin 10 
feet of water coil for heating in dining rooms of halls J and K. 

The heater under hall D. having been in use five or six years has 
entirely given out. I am informed by engineerit is beyond repair and 
should be replaced by à new one at the earliest practicaltime. Mr. 
Clifton informs me that the two pumps now in use need immedi-

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ate repair. They have been in service, one for eight or nine years, 
the other two years. The casing has become scared cut, and it is 
difficult to keep them at work. 


CARPENTER’S DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. 5. Atchison has done much important work and made many 
valuable changes and would have made many others if we had had 
money to prosecute the work and obtain material. ; 

The changes, alterations and repairs are too numerous to men- 
tion. 

I hope that you will examine them during your session. 


FARM AND GARDEN. : 


Mr. P. M. Hale finished his contract for cleaning new ground in 
time for us to prepare it for corn. It, with the old ground, was cul- 
tivated in corn, in all making about forty a'res. It promises a good 
yield.” We also planted about seventy’ bushels of potatoes; they 
promise a good yield. Our oats crop yielded about 200 bushels. 

Mr. O'Hara nas purchased about twenty bushels of wheat, which 
has been sown. Our garden has yielded abundantly, furnishing us 
with good fresh vegetables. Most of the work has been done by out 
patients and attendants. 

The statement herewith filed will show the entire production, the 
cost thereof, and the net profits derived from farm and garden. 

At your last meeting held on the 21st day of August, you awarded 
the contract for constructing the new brick -building to P. M. Hale, 
and appointed W. A. Pratt building superintendent. 

Mr. Hale is now prosecuting thé work under the immediate su- 


: pervision of Mr. Pratt. Mr. Hale contracted to complete the new 


building for the sum of $24,179.29. = 

I would suggest that vou authorize the purchase of gas, steam, 
water and sewer pipe, with the residue of the appropriation, after 
deducting building superintendent’s salary and other incidental ex- 
penses therefrom. , 

In conclusion permit me to suggest that you authorize your 
treasurer to draw upon the Auditor for $8,000.00 for each of the 
months of October and November. In these months we are com- 
pelled to lay in many of our winter supplies. During the other 
four months you can make your orders for each for the sum of + 
six thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars ($6,750.00). This sum 
will meet our wants for the ensuing six months.

You will see by the table, No. 1, that we had in Hospital on the 


80th of September last, 684 patients. 

'Table No. 2 shows that 41 patients were admitted during the last 
six months. 

Table No. 3 shows the whole number under treatment to have 
been 725. 

The largest number in the Hospital at one time 698. "The lowest 
number 682. Daily average 6894. 

Cost per capita per week $2.27 5-16. The increased cost is attribu- 
table to the higher prices paid for beef and other provisions. 

Table No. 4 shows the number released from the Hospital as 
cured, on bond and by death. The cures are not as large as usual. 
This is attributable to the unfavorable class of admissions into the 
Hospital, most of which were epileptic and chronic cases of long 
standing, having been restrained at home or in jails for want of 
room in Hospital. 

The per cent. of cures on admissions is 29 26-100. 


Deaths on whole number treated 2 62-100. 


This is not unfavorable when you consider the crowded conditio 
of the Hospital. 


To-day we have 347 males and 341 females. Total 688. 


By reference to table of mortality you will see the diseases were 
chiefly incurable. . 


One man eloped. Had he remained a day or two longer I would 
have recommended him to Local Board for discharge. He was 
from Mineral county. 


Two deaths from suicide have occurred. One, a girl who made 
several attempts before and after admission; was closely watched ; 
was permitted to retire to her room for the night. The night-watch 
on her first round noticed part of a sheet tied over the transom, and 
entering found her hanging. The coroner and State’s attorney were 
at once notified, but they did not deem it necessary to hold an in-

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quest. Reference is hereby made to the coroner's report on page ; 
123 of Executive Committee journal. 

The other was a violent male patient who had once been an in- 
mate and made hisescape. His friends, keeping him at home until 
they could no longer control him, returned him to the Hospital. 
He was desperate and violent, broke iron guards, windows and 
doors; made various attempts to injure himself and others. We 
had the wristlets used and placed him ina restraining bed. The 
attendant leaving him there to attend to other duties, returned in 
about ten minutes and found he had cut his throat. How he ob- 
tained possession of the knife we have never been able to discover. 

The coroner's report, to which reference is made, states that offi- 
cers and attendants were "in no way liable, the evidence showing 
that they had exercised more than ordinary precaution." 

At your last meeting, you appointed W. A. Pratt to superintend 
the construction of the new building; also the laying of the new 
water lines to the reservoir; also the grading of the grounds in front 
of Hospital. His report herewith filed, will give you a detailed state- 
ment of work done by him. Healso makes valuable suggestions 
for your consideration. From my knowledge of Mr Pratt, I do not 
believe he would recommend any expenditure, unless he believed it 
to be necessary and in the end economical. 


REPAIRS NEEDED. 


During latter part of last winter one of our boilers gave way, and 
we were compelled to make the remaining six furnish steam for 
heating, cooking, dc. 

It will be necessary to have the boiler repaired sometime during 
the summer or autumn. It is your duty to designate the fund out 
of which this repairing shall be done—our repair fund being ex- 
hausted. 

I hope it will be your pleasure to continue the painting, believing 
it to be economy to do so. ` 

Our green house, near the site of the new building must be moved 
and a new one built. Itis for you to designate the location, and 
name the material forits construction. 

Extensive repairsin roofing have been necessary. This work has 
been done by our tinner and carpenter. 


DAIRY. 


. In January, last I relieved Mr. Davis of night watch duty, and 
placed him on the farm with iustructions to attend especially to the 
milch cows and other stock: | 

In January, the yield of milk was 7334 gallons. 
In February, the yield of milk was 8424 gallons. 

In March, the yield of milk was 959 gallons. , 
In the near future, I hope you will see the necessity of building 
new cow-stable, to afford better protection to the animals and still 

further increase the quantity of milk.

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GAS HOUSE, &C. 


We have suffered some inconvenience during the winter in not 
having good live steam at the gas house. The steam used in manu- 
facturing the gas is carried under ground about 160 yards. During 
very cold weather or long continued rains the steam is condensed 
and becomes useless. The engineer suggests a small boiler at the 
gas house as the proper remedy. 

In conclusion it gives me pleasure to state that the officers have 
been faithful and diligent in discharge of their duties, as have also, 
with a few exceptions, employes and attendants.

Dr. W. J. BLAND, Superintendent West Virginia Hospital for the 
Insane : 


Dear Sir: I beg leave to submit for the information of the board 
the following report of the work done under my direction since my 
connection with the Hospital : 

On July 6, 1885, Y made an arrangement with the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Board of Directors to furnish them plans and specifi- 
cations for the new brick building on or before the first of August, 
and in pursuance of this agreement I presented the plans, &c., and 
they were accepted on July 27th, and on the next day the letting of 
the contract was advertised for August 21, 1885, at which time it was 
let to P. M. Hale for the sum of $24,174.29. 

On September 9th, by request of the Executive Committee, I 
came on from Moorefield, where I was then employed, and staked 
off the building “north of the building for the colored patients and 
west of and parallelto the north three story wing of the main build- 
ing”(as ordered by the board when the contract was let) and started 
Hale to work. On September 21, 1885, I was employed by the 
Executive Committee to act as superintendent of construction until 
the meeting of the full board. 

Up to this time Hale had done very little towards the grading for 
the building, having only one or two scrapers employed. Subse- 
quently he increased his force and pushed the work. 

On September 28th the building of a stone sewer in front of the new 
building was let to Jas. Washburn at $11.21 per rod and was com- 
pleted on October 26th, the total cost being $217.25. 

- On October 6th the contractor had part of the trenches ready, and I 
proceeded to bore test holes to ascertain what the foundation would 
be, and found that around all the northern half of the building the 
solid bottom was from eight to ten feet below the bottom of the 
ditchos with a strata of three to five feet of quicksand and three to 
six feet of clay above it. I made a report of these facts to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee and presented two plans for their consideration. 
The first, and one which guaranteed safety was to go to the solid 
bottom. The other was to spread the bottom walls so as to dis- 
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tribute the pressure and build -on the clay strata overlying the 
quicksand. The objection to this plan was that there might 
be unequal settlement and consequent cracks. On October 8th 
the committee decided to adopt the plan of widening the founda- 
tions, as it was feared the appropriation would not cover the 
additional cost of going through the quicksand, and an order was 
made to Superintendent to follow this plan. The foundation walls 
were widened to six and eight feet where the top strata of clay was 
thin, and the stone work of the basement was pushed from this” 
time. 

On October 15th the Board decided to continue the arrangement 
made with me by the Executive Committee and by their order I was 
appointed “ Superintendent of Construction of the New Building, 
to perform such other duties as the Board might require of me.” 

On Saturday, December 19, 1885, the stonework of the basement 
was completed, and laying stone stopped for the winter. 

During the winter the contractor has been preparing for work this 
spring, making brick, cutting stone, making window frames, &o., 
and delivering lumber and other materials. The condition of the 
work at this date is, stonework of basement finished, about 130,000 
brick delivered on grounds, doors and window frames made and 
delivered. All the lumber with the exception of flooring delivered. 

In accordance with the terms of the contract on January 20, 1886, 
an estimate was made of all the work done and material furnished 
up to that date and Hale was paid four-fifths of the amount. Since 
then an estimate has been made on the first of every month. The 
last on the first of April, shows that the total of work done and ma- 
terial furnished up to that date amounted to $5,189.50, deducting the 
twenty per cent retained leaves $4,151.60 paid the contractor. In 
accordance with the order of the Board at its meeting on October 
14th, I employed a force of scrapersand men under Patrick Tierney 
as foreman to grade the front grounds. They began work on Novem- 
ber 11, 1885, and suspended work on December 23d, thetotal amount 
expended being $348.00. On February 20, 1886, began grading 
again on the front grounds with a force of patients and attendants, 
and have worked all the favorable weather since that time. If this 
force is kept up during the summer additional teams all have to 
be bought or hired to take the place of those used on the farm. 

The Board at its regular meeting also ordered sufficient six and 
four inch pipe to be purchased to lay a main from the reservoir to 
and under the centre building and wings, and also that fire hydrants 
be provided. The necessary specifications were gotten up and the 
Executive Committee advertised for proposals. Nine bids were 
received running from $1,875.00 to $1,655.00. On November 10th, 
the contract was awarded to R. D. Wood d Co., of Philadelphia, the 
lowest bidder and the material was furnished on December 17th. 
The pipe was laid in the basement during the winter as the engi- 
neers could find time, and we hepe soon to get it connected with 
Ss bia when the trouble with the water supply will be rem- 
edied. 


I would suggest that about 400 feet of 24 inch rubber hose and a 
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carriage should be purchased at once so as to be able to utilize the 
hydrants in case of a fire. 


One new heater has been purchased as ordered by the Board and 
placed under “D.” 


Two painters were employed up to cold weather painting win- 
dow frames and sash as ordered by the Board, and will resume 
work when the weather permits. 


New hoppers have been procured and placed in the water closets 
in the centre building. This I think completes the work done 
under my direction up to date.

You will 
sec by Table No 1, that we had in the Hospital on March 31, 1886, 
347 males and 341 females, making a total of 688, Since then we 
have received into the Hospital forty males and twenty-three females, 
showing the whole number under treatment for the last six months 
to be 751. Greatest number at any one time, 688 ; lowest, 673 ; daily 
average, 680; cost per capita, $2.07 7-13, this being the lowest cost 
since the Hospital was built.

The number of deaths is somewhat larger than usual, but this is 
to be explained by the table giving the age at which death occurred 
and which shows the majority of cases were over fifty years old, 
having had a residencein the Hospital of from two to twenty-one 
years, and they died from incurable diseases. 

It gives me pleasure to state to you that our Institution has been 
and is generally healthy. We have had no infectious contagious 
diseases during the past two years. 

Many of our male patients have been greatly benefitted and im- 
proved by out-door exercise, such as work on the farm, in the gar- 
den and on the grade, and some have assisted our engineers. While 
we do not compel any of our patients to do manual labor, we doall 
we can to induce them to engage in some kind of work, as it is 
beneficial both to body and mind. You will see by the report of 
Miss Ida McGee, our Assistant Matron, that our female attendants 
and patients have not been idle. All the clothing, or nearly all, 
has been made by attendants and patients. Quite a number of the 
female patients work in the laundry and in the kitchen. Most of 
the mending on clothing is done by patients. The following table 
shows the number of articles of clothing which have been made 
by patients and attendants and which haye been issued by our Ag- 
sistant Matron, Miss Ida McGee,

A.large amount of fencing has been built. It is constructed of 
barbed wire, believing this to be cheaper than any other fence and 
equally, if not more durable. Our own land furnished the posts 
and the fence was constructed by our carpenter, assisted by patients 
and attendants. 

During the past summer much other work has been done on the 
farm. Our crops have been abundant and profitable. Our garden 
has supplied us with good fresh vegetables. Our gardener will fur- 
nish a detailed report of the productions on the fatm and in the 
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garden. Next year we hope to make the farm and garden more 
profitable even than now, by cultivating more land. I suggest that 
at this meeting you order more of the woodland cleared at the head 
of the right-hand fork of what is known as Calf's run. I am sureit 


; ; would be economy to do so, because with moreland cleared we can 
Ü graze more cows and in a great measure supply our Institution with 
à milk which will be a great saving. 

PAINTING. 


At your last meeting Mr. Pratt's report shows that under your 
order the painting of windows and othet outside work of like char- 
: acter wes commenced and continued up to cold weather. The paint- 
ing was resumed last spring and finished during thë summer. 
I desire to call your attention to the necessity of resuming and 
finishing the painting of Halls Nos. 4, 6, 7,8 and 9, on male side, 
and Halls D, E, F, G, H, I and K, on female side of house. , It is 
important that the interior as well as the exterior of a hospital be 
inviting, giving to those, who enter it for the first time, the impres- 
sion, not of a prison, but rather that of a comfortable and home-like 
mansion in which as much cheerfulness and as many home com- 
forts will be found as are of advantage to the patients and to those 
who are in daily care of them. Itis a well known fact that a visit 
toa Hospital when thus equipped tends to relieve the friends of 
patients of great anxiety when they preceive the attractiveness of 
the rooms and the spirit or those in charge. 


GRADING, 


At your last meeting you made an order instructing Mr. P. B. 

Zane, under the direction of Mr. Pratt, to remove the surplus dirt on 

the high ground on the right side of the walk in front of the center 

building to the low ground North of said walk. Much of this work 

has been done—most of the dirt has been used in constructing a road, 

or rather a drive, around the grounds in front of the building. This 

drive when finished will, during seasonable weather, add greatly to 

, the pleasure of the patients. The most of the work has been done 

by our employes and patient, hired labor being employed at the 

beginning by the Executive Committee but afterwards by its order 

was suspended. At the present time Mr. Zane is filling the upper 

end of the ravine on the “Boggess lot.” If we could again hire 

help we could greatly expedite matters this fall. "The necessity of 

levelling and beautifying the grounds in front of the Hospital can 

be easily seen. The same influence of a pleasant and cheerful in- 

terior is exercised when the visitor sees hundreds of men and 

women on the lawn and in the grove who have the appearance of 

persons seeking pleasure rather than a class who not many years 

ago were regarded as destructive and dangerous, and requiring to be 

restrained by bars and chains. I hope it will be your pleasure to 

give this matter your consideration and I most respectfully recom, 
mend an appropriation of $500.00 to complete this work, EC? 
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S ENGINEER'S DEPARTMENT. 


I have requested Mr. J. H. Clifton, our chief engineer, to furnish 
a detailed statement of the work he has done in his department, 
and further Lo give in detail a statement of the probable amount 
he will require to keep his department in good working condition 
for the fiscal years 1887 and 1888. His report is here filed. In this 
connection I wish to call your attention specially to the importance 
of increasing the size and capacity of our main steam pipe, the pres- 
ent one is too small, and is worn and steam cut. It will soon have 
to be replaced by a new one. Indeed it is doubtful whether it will 
last another year with the pressure required in the coldest weather 
for heating purposes, and 1 am sure it is necessary for the comfort 
and welfare of the patients. 

I further desire to call your attention to the water-closets and 
bath rooms on south side of center building in male wards The 
floors, &c , are constructed of wood. These should be removed and 
brick arches and cement floors put in. This would greatly improve 
the sanitary condition of these wards. Mr. Bradbury, the present 
building superintendent. estimates that the alterations would cost 
about $350.00. 

GREEN HOUSE. 


In my report of March last I called your attention to the neces- 
sity of. constructing a new green house, the old one being destroyed 
by the erection of the new brick building. You directed a new 
one built not to cost over $600.00, but owing to the pressure of other 
work and the inadequacy of the amount allowed the new house was 
not built. Mr. S. Atcheson, our chief carpenter, has secured plans, 
&c., for a house. It will be after the style of the hot house at Ath- 
ens, Ohio. He estimates the cost at $1,000.00. Many of our pa- 
tients take great interest in the cultivation of flowers, and in this 
way often diverting their minds from their insanedelusions. Many 
. of them spend hours among our attractive and beautiful flower 
beds. I am sure that one of the most important problems in the 
treatment and management of the insane, where physical disability 
does not exist and does not prevent it, is to furnish employment, 
not of the hands alone. but recreation to the mind also. The ra- 
tional remedy then is to furnish such recreation as the patient may 
take an interest in, thereby relieving a functional disturbance and 
diverting the patient's mind from himself and his condition. I 
hope this suggestion may meet with your approval. 


NEW BRICK ASYLUM. i ER 


At your last meeting, your building supérintendent, W. A. Pratt,’ 
submitted a written report, giving the progress made in the con- 
struction of the new brick asylum. He continued to superintend 
the same until the 15th day of May last, at which time he resigned, 
and.your Executive Committee accepting his resignation, appointed 
Thomas Bradbury his successor. The latter has had charge of the 
construction since the 17th day of May. Ido not think that the 
house will be ready for the reception of patients before January Ist, 
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1887. It will when finished accommodate one hundred and fifty 
patients comfortably. We could crowd more into it, but I do not: 
think this should be done. I herewith submit Mr. Bradbury’s re- 
port, which will give you the detail and the manner in which the 
work has been done. 

There are now one hundred and twenty applications on fileawait- 
ing admission. You will see by this report that our house has been 
crowded to its fullest capacity for the last two years. Our new 
house will give room for all that are now in jails, but the time is 
not far distant when it too will be filled, and our State will have to 
make other provision for the unfortunate insane, or let them lan- 
guish in jails or private prisons. In my last printed report, I stated 
that in my opinion, the most economical and expeditious way of 
providing more room, would be to add two stories to the southern 
one-story building, thereby making room for 180 or more patients. 
I hope you will consider this matter and make such recommenda- 
tion as you may think proper. Iam informed by workmen, whom 
I believe competent to judge, that the work can be done for fifty 
thousand dollars. ($50,000.00. ) 


MANNER OF CONVEYING PATIENTS TO ASYLUM. 


There is another important subject to which I wish to refer and 
that is, the manner in which patients should be conveyed'to the 
Hospital. 1 do this for the benefit of the sheriffs of the different 
counties and: for the friends of the patients who may accompany 
the latter here and I desire to make these suggestions public 
through the medium of this report. Ido not taink I can improve 
upon the suggestions of the Superintendent of the Utica Asylum of 
New York which though terse are still complete: “ In conveying a 
patient to the Asylum, let it be done, if necessary, by force rather than by 
deception. Truth should not be compromised by planning a jour- 
ney to Weston, ora visit to the Asylum, and when there, suggesting 
the idea to the patient of staying while his admission was decided 
upon. Nor should patients be‘tnduced to come und stay a few days 
to see how they like it, under the impression that they can leave at 
pleasure. Such treachery not only destroyes confidence in friends, 
but also too often in us by the seeming conspiracy to which we are 
supposed to be a party, than which there can scarcely be a greater 
barrier to improvement.” 


CRIMINAL INSANE. 


Before closing my report by giving you a statement of the amount 
of money needed for the years 1887-8, I wish to mention the 
question of the disposition to be made of the criminal insane. The 
courts often send persons to the Hospital accused and'convicted of 
criminal acts. These persons are unfit to associate with the vir- 
tuous elass of insane committed to our charge. There are many 
reasons why the intimate association of the goodand the pure with 
the corrupt and erime-stained should be avoided and prevented, 
the latter of whose characters, conversation and habits would 
pollute the over sensitive insane. The convict insane of this State 
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are not numerous. At this time we have seven er eight, but the 
number will increase. I think the State should provide suitable 
accommodations for them in connection with the penitentiary. I 
have no doubt that if proper quarters were provided for them there 
and the treatment assigned to the physician in charge, it would 
diminish and in many cases prevent the plea of insanity that is s0 
often made to avoid punishment under the belief that a brief stay 
in the Hospital would substitute a long stay in the Penitentiary. I 
do not believe it is just or right or advisable to place the burglar, 
thief and murderer in daily intercourse and association with the 
virtuous insane. Who among us would be willing to have the tèst 
applied in our own houses or to our own relatives. Our asylums 
should not be a refuge for crime. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 


Few things are more cordially welcomed and more gladly re- 
ceived than the local newspapers in the various counties of the 
State. To those editors and proprietors, who have generously sent 
their papers to the Hospital, I desireto return thanks. . 

To my two first assistant physicians, Drs Manown and Lewis, 
and to my second assistant, Dr. Hersman, to Clerk O'Hara, Matron 
Mrs. Jackson, and Assistant Matron, Miss McGee, I desire also to 
reiurn thanks; and further, to all the employes and attendants of 
theInstitution. Itis necessary in administering the affairs of an 
institution of süch magnitude as this one, to have the cordial co- 
operation of all connected therewith.

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ENGINEER' S STATEMENT 


West VIRGINIA HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE, 
Weston, W. Va., October 1, 1886. 1 


W. J. Brand, M. D., Superintendent: 


Sir: J would submit the following estimates for materials and 
repairs needed during the following two years ensuing, viz : 

1. Boiler valves, grate bars, fire brick and pump repairs, $2,000.00. 
This estimate is based upon the fact, that two boilers now in use 
are over eighteen years old, and are very defective. Their entire ` 
pou will be greatly taxed to supply steam, with addition of new 
building. 

2. New steam-main of five inch plain heavy steam pipe running 
through entire building, with valves, &c., connecting with heaters, 
pumps and dry rooms, $1,200.00 This estimate is based on the 
fact, that the present pipe is too small and greatly steam-cut, and 
is deemed unsafe for a much longer period. It was placed in the 
building when it was only partially complete and occupied and was 
then amply large, but for present use is SEH 

3. At laundry—Repairs for wash cylinders, ringers, belting, 


. $790.00. This estimgte is based upon the fact, that the present 


wash cylinders have been in use for a number of years and are not 
in condition to do effective work, and with increase of inmates will 
not meet the requirement. - 

4. At kitchen, changes, repairs and new material, $1,000.00. This 
estimate is based upon the fact, that many of the kettles by use 
have become steam-cut and defective, and are not as large as de- 
manded by necessity. Also, a new coffee boiler is needed, and by in- 
crease of inmates must be secured. The cooking range, is by use 
for ten years becoming very defective, requiring constant repairs. 

5. On main old building, new material, repairs and arching water 
closets, $1,200.00: This estimate is based upon the fact, that at 
present every water closet in halls No. 1,2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and 9 is sub-

| ject to overflow, thereby saturating floor and plastering, which re- 
tains an unpleasant odor. They should be brick-arched and floor 
laid in cement, They also require full necessary equipments which 
demands an expenditure of $350.00, which is included in above es- 
timate. ~ 

6. Roofing of old main building, re-tinning cupalos, copper 
spouting and water trough, $800.00.
